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The Forms presented in this Manual are 
not to be considered inflexible regulations 
to which slavish adherence is demanded. 
Neither are the prayers intended as a fixed, 
unalterable form for rigid observance, but 
rather as suggestive, and as a help to devo- 
tional expression. The officiating minister 
may find it expedient to eliminate phrases or 
verses, or to amplify the thought, as the oc- 
casion may demand, always, however, keep- 
ing in mind our standards of faith and wor- 
ship. 

It has been the editor’s aim to make this 
Manual especially rich in the selection of ma- 
terial for the sick-room and for funerals. 
Poetical selections have been added, because 
they often fit into the need of the hour of 
sickness and sorrow. 

The editor hopes that the chapter on Per- 
sonal Evangelism will be helpful in seeking 
the lost and in reclaiming the indifferent. 

The Order for the Solemnization of Mar- 
riage and the Order for the Burial of the 
Dead according to the rites of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church will be found in the Ap- 
pendix of this Manual. These Forms are in-

serted for the purpose of meeting a possible 
preference. 

A directory for public worship, church 
and mission festivals, also for anniversary, 
dedicatory, ordination and -installation ser- 
vices will be found in the Book of Worship 
of our Evangelical Synod. 

It is with grateful appreciation that the 
editor acknowledges the services of his breth- 
ren in the ministry, both in our own Synod 
as well as in other communions. 

May this Manual be accompanied and 
blessed by the Holy Spirit to the glory of God 
and of our Saviour, and to the upbuilding 
of His Kingdom.

It was hallowed and blessed by 
the gracious presence of Christ at the wed- 
ding in Cana of Galilee. Furthermore, it is 
compared in Holy Writ to the blessed union 
between Christ and his Church. The mar- 
riage obligations, therefore, should not be 
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entered into unadvisedly or lightly, but rev- 
erently, discreetly and in the fear of God. 


For be you well assured, that whatever 
the ardor of your affection, or your present 
anticipations may be, times of difficulty, mo- 
ments of trial will come, when all the courage 
of a generous heart and all the piety of a 
true Christian will be required to sustain 
you. Let the Word of God, therefore, be as 
the daily light unto your path. Let daily 
prayer be as the wings upon which to rise 
into the presence of God who is our refuge 
and strength. Moreover, let the House of 
God be your spiritual home, where you can 
find blessing and strength for the daily tasks 
and duties of life. 


May you never lose sight of the sacred 
promises, nor of the mutual fidelity, affection 
and confidence which you now profess. By 
obediently following the Word of God, and 
faithfully adhering to your vows, you will 
not be disappointed in your hopes, but will 
be the support and comfort of each other 
during your earthly life. Thus you will be 
assured of peace and happiness on earth, and 
prepared for the everlasting life in heaven. 


I entreat you, therefore, in entering upon

Opening Sentence

The Zxhortation 

Dearly beloved in the Lord: Inasmuch as 
you intend to come to the Holy Communion 
of the Body and Blood of our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, it behooves you to consider how St. 
Paul exhorteth all persons diligently to ex- 
amine themselves, before they presume to 
eat of this Bread and drink of this Cup. 
“Whosoever shall eat of the bread or drink 
the cup of the Lord in an unworthy man- 
ner, shall be guilty of the body and the blood 
of the Lord. For he that eateth and drink- 
eth, eateth and drinketh judgment unto him- 
self, if he discern not the body.” Let us, 
therefore, judge ourselves, that we may not 
be judged. “If we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in 
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” 


uS. “The imagination of man’s heart is 
evil from his youth.” “That which is born 
of the flesh is flesh.” ‘There is no distinc- 
tion; for all have sinned, and fall short of 
the glory of God.” But the Lord saith: “I, 
the Lord, search the mind, I try the heart.” 
“And all things are naked and laid open be- 
fore the eyes of him with whom we have to 
do.” He is not a God, that hath pleasure in 
wickedness; neither shall evil sojourn with 
him. If we serve sin, live without repen- 
tance and harden our hearts, we treasure up 
unto ourselves ‘wrath in the day of wrath 
and revelation of the righteous judgment of 
God; who will render to every man accord- 
ing to his works.” For there is no respect 
of persons with God. Repent ye therefore, 
and be converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out. “Let the wicked forsake his 
way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts.” 
“Acknowledge thine iniquity, that thou hast 
transgressed against the Lord thy God.” 
“Take heed, brethren, lest haply there shall 
be in any one of you an evil heart of un- 
belief, in falling away from the living God.” 
“Today, if ye shall hear his voice, harden 
not your hearts.” Consider the things which 
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belong unto your peace, and hasten to save 
your souls. 


Thus the Word of God reminds us of our 
unworthiness, thus solemnly it calls us to 
repentance; but as freely and fully does it 
also testify and proclaim unto us the un- 
searchable riches of divine mercy. “As I 
live, saith the Lord God, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked; but that the 
wicked turn from his way and live.” “Like 
as a father pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them, that fear him.” “There shall 
be joy in heaven over one sinner, that re- 
penteth.” ‘God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth on him, should not perish, but have 
eternal life.” ‘Be ye reconciled to God.” 
“Him who knew no sin he made to be sin on 
our behalf; that we might become the right- 
eousness of God in him.” 

Having heard these exhortations and 
promises of the Word of God, let us humble 
ourselves before God, confess our sins, and 
(upon bended knees) seek after grace and 
divine forgiveness. 
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raver of Confession 


Then the minister, on behalf of all who purpose 
to come to the Holy Communion, shall offer the fol- 
lowing prayer of confession: 


Almighty God, Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, I, a poor sinner, acknowledge and 
deplore my manifold sins and wickedness, 
which I have from time to time committed 
against thee by thought, word and deed, 
from unbelief, ingratitude, unfaithfulness, 
and want of brotherly love. I do earnestly 
repent, and am heartily sorry for these my 
transgressions. I have none other comfort 
or trust, than thy grace which aboundeth 
above my guilt, and the precious merits of 
my Lord Jesus Christ. Longing after this 
grace I say: Father, I have sinned against 
heaven and in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy child; but I come at 
this time of grace to ask of thee pardon and 
peace, new confidence toward thee, and 
strength to lead a new and righteous life 
through thy Holy Spirit. Amen. 


The communicants then shall remain standing, 
(or if kneeling, they shall rise) and the minister 
shall say: 


I now ask you before the omniscient God, 
and upon the evidence of your own con- 
science: 
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Do you acknowledge and deplore your 
many sins with contrite heart? 

Do you truly believe that our heavenly 
Father is willing, for Jesus’ sake, to forgive 
all your sins? 

Do you fully resolve to submit yourself 
in future to the gracious direction of the 
Holy Spirit, so that you may no more pur- 
posely sin, but be enabled to follow after 
holiness ? 

If so, make it manifest by saying: I do. 

Answer: I do. 


The Assurance of Pardon 

The minister shall proceed as follows: 

Upon this humble confession which you 
have made, as a minister of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and by his authority, I declare unto 
you, who do truly repent and heartily believe 
in Jesus Christ, and are sincerely determined 
to amend your sinful lives, the forgiveness of 
all your sins in the name of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Spirit. Amen. 


Jirayer (Optional) 
Almighty and eternal God, we have 


sinned against thee, and because of our sins 
have merited everlasting condemnation. 
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But, as we believe, thy beloved Son, our Lord, 
hath wrought for us everlasting salvation, 
and having the assurance of the forgiveness 
of our sins in thy holy Word, and of absolu- 
tion, we humbly beseech thee to fill us with 
the power of thy Holy Spirit, that we may 
ever guard against sin, and in our holy call- 
ing live a truly pious life, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

Pew Conuunion Seruirce 

The Pew Communion Service must be 
very carefully planned, otherwise the solemn 
beauty of the service may be marred. The 
pastor should have as assistants such per- 
sons who fully realize the sacredness of the 
occasion. Such assistants may be members 
of the church board, or persons appointed by 
them. All should be dressed as far as pos- 
sible alike and with conservative taste. If 
the pastor appears in a robe, it is recom- 
mended that the assistants appear likewise. 
Careful instruction and rehearsal should pre- 
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cede the communion service. In the rehear- 
sal a definite section or block of pews should 
be assigned to and marked off for each as- 
sistant. The number of assistants will vary 
according to the size of the congregation ex- 
pected to commune. 

The assistants may receive the Lord’s 
Supper at the altar before serving the con- 
gregation, or they may commune with the 
congregation, or they may commune at the 
altar after having served the people. The 
pastor may serve himself, or he may receive 
the bread and wine from one of his assis- 
tants, and commune at such time as may 
seem to him most convenient. 

During the distribution of both the bread 
and the wine appropriate organ music may 
be played, or communion hymns sung by the 
choir, or the communicants may be left in 
silent and personal communion with the 
Lord. 

The Pew Communion Service is intro- 
duced in the same manner as the Altar Com- 
munion Service. The following order is sug- 
gested and may be varied to suit the individ- 
ual needs. 

After the introductory service the assis- 
tants appear before the altar and the pastor 
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hands to each of them a plate with the con- 
secrated bread, quoting an appropriate pas- 
sage of Scripture, e. g., Mark 8: 6b; John 6: 
47-51; 57-58). They leave the altar in an 
orderly procession, each one halting when he 
arrives at his station, and then turning to 
face the altar. The pastor then requests the 
communicants to hold in their hand the 
bread which they are about to receive. Upon 
a signal from the pastor the assistants begin 
to serve the bread. The communicants wait 
until they hear the words: “Take, eat, ete.,” 
whereupon all commune together. After the 
words: “This do in remembrance of him,” 
the assistants in orderly procession approach 
the altar to receive the trays with the con- 
secrated wine from the pastor (while he 
quotes appropriate Scripture passages, e. g., 
John 6: 53-57). The assistants leave the al- 
tar in like manner as with the bread, halting 
at their respective stations and facing the 
altar. The pastor requests the communi- 
cants to hold the cup, until the proper words 
are spoken. Then the assistants serve the 
wine, and when the pastor says: “Take, 
drink, etc.,” all the people commune together. 
They then place the empty cups into holders 
provided for this purpose on the back of the 
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pews, where they remain until after the ser- 
vice. The assistants bring the communion 
trays to the altar and the pastor may close 
the service in the usual manner with prayer 
and benediction. Usually, however, an offer- 
ing in behalf of some benevolent purpose is 
made. In that case, after the assistants 
have brought the communion trays to the 
altar, they receive the offering plates, pro- 
ceed as before to their respective station, and 
face the altar. The pastor may then ac- 
quaint the people with the purpose of the 
offering and invoke God’s blessing upon the 
same. After the offering has been received 
the assistants again come forward to the 
altar, and the pastor may close the service in 
the customary way.

CHAPTER SIX 


Che Order for the Burial of the 
Dead 


Huneral Etiquette 


1. Before the Funeral 


The pastor should make it his duty to call, as 
soon as possible, on the bereaved family and offer 
words of Christian sympathy and consolation. 


Inasmuch as some knowledge of the life of the 
deceased is essential, the pastor should consult with 
some member of the family to learn something of 
the personal history, character, church relationship, 
and circumstances of the last illness and of the 
death of the departed. Ignorance of these things 
may lead to serious embarrassment in the pastor’s 
prayers and remarks. 

The pastor should be at the funeral house or 
chapel ahead of the time appointed for the service. 
He should, if convenient, see the bereaved before the 
service begins. 

The program of the service should be arranged 
in every detail. If there are singers, the pastor 
should know the number and character of their selec- 
tions. 

Let the pastor remember that he has control of 
the religious part of the service. The undertaker 
has charge of all other matters. 


2. At the Services 
The funeral service should begin on time. 


If the service is conducted in the church, it is 
usually preceded by a brief service at the house. 
This house service may consist of Scripture reading, 
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prayer and benediction. Where possible, the minis- 
ter should precede the casket into the church. While 
passing down the aisle of the church, he may read 
aloud brief Scripture passages, the organ playing a 
solemn march softly. 


The following Order of Service is usually ob- 
served, but may be varied to suit the ideas of the 
officiating minister: 

Hymn or Vocal Selection. 
Scripture Reading. 
Prayer. 

Hymn or Vocal Selection. 
Sermon or Address. 
Hymn or Vocal Selection. 
Announcements. 

8. Benediction. 


Let the manner of the pastor be sympathetic, 
subdued and tender, not lacking in dignity and sol- 
emnity, naturalness and earnestness. 


The true object of the funeral address is not so 
much to eulogize the dead, as to instruct, comfort 
and benefit the living. The pastor should show forth 
the overruling providence of God and bring hope 
and strength to the bereaved hearts. Remarks con- 
cerning the life of the deceased should be made with 
great caution, especially in case of strangers. It 
may be proper to speak of the vices of the deceased, 
when these have resulted in ruin; but only in the 
way of charity and kindness, if at all. 

3. At the Cemetery 

The minister should precede the coffin to the 
place of interment. Standing at the head of the 
grave, he should read the Service for the Burial of 
the Dead. If lodges desire to participate, the min- 
ister should arrange with the respective officials as 
to the order of service. It should be immaterial to 
the minister, whether he opens or closes the service. 

At the conclusion of the service the minister 
should speak a parting word of personal sympathy 


TTS our wo por 
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to the members of the bereaved family before leav- 
ing the cemetery. 

NOTE.—A minister should make no charges 
for his services, other than for his personal ex- 
penses; but where a fee is tendered there is no im- 
propriety in accepting it as a gift of appreciation, 
provided the family is in comfortable circumstances.

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CHAPTER SEVEN 


Personal Evangelism 


The pastor is often called upon to do per- 
sonal work. He should consider it his great- 
est privilege and duty to be God’s mouth- 
piece, calling sinners to repentance, admon- 
ishing the indifferent and teaching the re- 
pentant the way of life. 


In approaching the unsaved, the pastor 
should be patient, loving and prayerful, look- 
ing to the Holy Spirit for wisdom and tact. 

The pastor should not argue, but hold 
man to God’s Word, showing him that the 
great question hinges on what he does with 
Christ. If possible, the pastor should deal 
with the unsaved alone where it is quiet, and 
allow no one to interrupt. He should urge 
the need of immediate decision, asking the 
unsaved to settle the matter in prayer with 
him. 

The following Scripture verses are de- 
signed to help the pastor in this important 
task. The italics are used for the purpose of 
emphasis, 
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1. All Have Sinned. 

For all have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God. Rom 3: 238. 

For whosoever shall keep the whole law, 
and yet offend in one point, he is guilty of 
all. Jas. 2:10. 

If we say that we have not sinned, we 
make him a liar, and his word is not in us.

APPENDIX 
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Che Order for the Solemnization of 
Marriage 


According to the rites of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America. 


Che Exhortation 

Dearly beloved: We are gathered to- 
gether here in the sight of God and in the 
face of this company, to join together this 
man and this woman in holy matrimony; 
which is commended of Saint Paul to be hon- 
orable among all men: and therefore is not 
by any to be entered into unadvisedly or 
lightly ; but reverently, discreetly, advisedly, 
soberly, and in the fear of God. Into this 
holy estate these two persons present come 
now to be joined. If any man can show any 
just cause why they may not lawfully be 
joined together, let him now speak, or else 
hereafter forever hold his peace. 


And also speaking unto the persons who are to 
be married, he shall say: 


I require and charge you both, as ye will 
answer at the dreadful day of judgment 
when the secrets of all hearts shall be dis- 
closed, that if either of you know any imped- 
iment, why ye may not be lawfully joined 
together in matrimony, ye do now confess it. 
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For be ye well assured, that if any persons 
are joined together otherwise than as God’s 
Word doth allow, their marriage is not law- 
ful. 


The minister, if he shall have reason to doubt of 
the lawfulness of the proposed marriage, may de- 
mand sufficient surety for his indemnification; but if 
no jmpediment shall be alleged, or suspected, the 
minister shall say to the man: 


M. Wilt thou have this woman to thy 
wedded wife, to live together after God’s or- 
dinance in the holy estate of matrimony? 
Wilt thou love her, comfort her, honor, and 
keep her in sickness and in health; and for- 
saking all others, keep thee only unto her, so 
long as ye both shall live? 


The man shall answer: I will. 
Then shall the minister say unto the woman: 


N. Wilt thou have this man to thy 
wedded husband, to live together after God’s 
ordinance in the holy estate of matrimony? 
Wilt thou serve him, love, honor, and keep 
him in sickness and in health; and, forsak- 
ing all others, keep thee only unto him, so 
long as ye both shall live? 

The woman shall answer: I will. 

Then shall the minister say: 

Who giveth this woman to be married 
to this man? 
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Then shall they give their troth to each other in 
this manner: The minister, receiving the woman at 
her father’s or friend’s hands shall cause the man 
with his right hand to take the woman by her right 
hand, and to say after him as followeth: 


I, M., take thee, N., to my wedded wife, 
to have and to hold from this day forward, 
for better, for worse, for richer, for poorer, 
in sickness and in health, to love and to cher- 
ish, till death us do part, according to God’s 
holy ordinance; and thereto I plight thee my 
troth. 

Then shall they loose their hands; and the wo- 


man, with her right hand taking the man by his 
right hand, shall likewise say after the minister: 


I, N., take thee, M., to my wedded hus- 
band, to have and to hold from this day for- 
ward, for better, for worse, for richer, for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love 
and cherish, till death us do part, according 
to God’s holy ordinance; and thereto I give 
thee my troth. 

Then shall they again loose their hands; and the 
man shall give unto the woman a ring. And the 
minister, taking the ring, shall deliver it unto the 
man, to put upon the fourth finger of the woman’s 


left hand. And the man, holding the ring there, and 
taught by the minister, shall say: 


With this ring I thee wed, and with all 
my worldly goods I thee endow, in the name 
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of the Father, and of the Son and of the 
Holy Spirit. Amen. 


Then, the man leaving the ring upon the fourth 
finger of the woman’s left hand, the minister shall 
say: 


Let us pray.

OUR FATHER, who art in heaven, hal- 
lowed be thy name; thy kingdom come; thy 
will be done on earth, as it is in heaven; give 
us this day our daily bread; and forgive us 
our debts, as we forgive our debtors; and 
lead us not into temptation, but deliver us 
from evil; for thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory forever. Amen. 

O Eternal God, Creator and Preserver of 
all mankind, Giver of all spiritual grace, 
the Author of everlasting life; send thy 
blessing upon these thy servants, this man 
and this woman, whom we bless in thy name; 
that, as Isaac and Rebecca lived faithfully 
together, so these persons may surely per- 
form and keep the vow and covenant be- 
twixt them made (whereof this ring given 
and received is a token and pledge), and may 
ever remain in perfect love and peace to- 
gether, and live according to thy laws; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 
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Then shall the minister join their right hands 
together, and say: 


Those whom God hath joined together 
let no man put asunder. 

Then shall the minister speak unto the com- 
pany: 

Forasmuch as M. and N. have consented 
together in holy wedlock, and have witnessed 
the same before God and this company, and 
thereto have given and pledged their troth, 
each to the other, and have declared the 
same by giving and receiving a ring, and 
by joining hands; I pronounce that they are 
man and wife, in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit. 
Amen. 

And the minister shall add this blessing. 

God the Father, God the Son, God the 
Holy Spirit, bless, preserve, and keep you; 
the Lord mercifully with his favor look upon 
you, and so fill you with all spiritual benedic- 
tion and grace, that ye may so live together 
in this life, that in the world to come ye may 
have life everlasting. Amen.

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Che Order for the Burial of the Dead 
According to the Protestant 
Episcopal Church 
(Abbreviated) 


The minister, meeting the corpse and going be- 
fore it, shall say, 


I am the resurrection and the life, saith 
the Lord: he that believeth in me, though 
he were dead, yet shall he live: and whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in me, shall never 
die. (St. John 11: 25, 26.) 


I know that my Redeemer liveth, and 
that he shall stand at the latter day upon the 
earth. And though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I see 
God: whom I shall see for myself, and mine 
eyes shall behold, and not another. (Job 19: 
25, 26, 27.) 

We brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain we can carry nothing out. The 
Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord. (1 Tim. 6: 
7; Job 1: 21.) 


Then shall be read or sung one or more of the 
following portions of the Holy Scriptures, viz.: Ps. 
389: 4-18; Ps. 90 and 1 Cor. 15: 41-58. 

When they come to the grave, while the corpse 


is made ready to be laid into the earth, shall be sung 
or said, 
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Man, that is born of a woman, hath but 
a short time to live, and is full of misery. 
He cometh up, and is cut down, like a flower; 
he fleeth as it were a shadow, and never con- 
tinueth in one stay. 

In the midst of life we are in death: of 
whom may we seek for succor, but of thee, 
O Lord, who for our sins art justly dis- 
pleased ? 

Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord most 
mighty, O holy and most merciful Saviour, 
deliver us not into the bitter pains of eternal 
death. 

Thou knowest, Lord, the secrets of our 
hearts; shut not thy merciful ears to our 
prayer; but spare us, Lord most holy, O God 
most mighty, O holy and merciful Saviour, 
thou most worthy Judge eternal; suffer us 
not, at our last hour, for any pains of death, 
to fall from thee. 


Then, while the earth shall be cast upon the 
body by some standing by, the minister shall say, 


Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty 
God, in his wise providence, to take out of 
this world the soul of our deceased brother 
(sister), we therefore commit his (her) body 
to the ground; earth to earth, ashes to ashes; 
dust to dust; looking for the general resur- 
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rection in the last day, and the life of the 
world to come, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ; at whose second coming in glorious 
majesty to judge the world, the earth and 
the sea shall give up their dead; and the cor- 
ruptible bodies of those who sleep in him 
shall be changed, and made like unto his own 
glorious body; according to the mighty work- 
ing whereby he is able to subdue all things 
unto himself. 

Then shall be said, or sung, 

I heard a voice from heaven saying unto 
me, Write, From henceforth, blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord: even so, saith the 
Spirit, for they rest from their labors. (Rev. 
14: 13.) 


Then the minister shall say one of the following 
prayers, at his discretion. 


Almighty God, with whom do live the 
spirits of those who depart hence in the Lord, 
and with whom the souls of the faithful, af- 
ter they are delivered from the burden of the 
flesh, are in joy and felicity; we give thee 
hearty thanks for the good examples of all 
those thy servants, who, having finished their 
course in faith, do now rest from their 
labors. And we beseech thee, that we, with 
all those who are departed in the true faith 
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of thy holy name, may have our perfect con- 
summation and bliss, both in body and soul, 
in thy eternal and everlasting glory; through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

O merciful God, the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the resurrection and the 
life; in whom whosoever believeth, shall live, 
though he die; and whosoever liveth, and 
believeth in him, shall not die eternally; who 
also hath taught us, by his holy Apostle Saint 
Paul, not to be sorry, as men without hope, 
for those who sleep in him; we humbly be- 
seech thee, O Father, to raise us from the 
death of sin unto the life of righteousness ; 
that, when we shall depart this life, we may 
rest in him; and that, at the general resur- 
rection in the last day, we may be found ac- 
ceptable in thy sight; and receive that bless- 
ing which thy well-beloved Son shall then 
pronounce to all who love and fear thee, say- 
ing, Come, ye blessed children of my Father, 
receive the kingdom prepared for you from 
the beginning of the world. Grant this, we 
beseech thee, O merciful Father, through Je- 
sus Christ, our Mediator and Redeemer. 
Amen.
